The  Ha 


We  condense  an  interesting  aeeount  of 
thi*  popular  fruit,  recently  written  for  the 
Rhiltulelpkin  PrtMH,  and  dated  Port  An* 
tonio,  Jamaica:  While  standing  on  the 
wharf  in  this  pretty  little  town,  watching 
matt  after  man  bringing  his  load  of 
liananas  for  exportation  to  an  American 
market,  my  thoughts  revetted  to  the 
time  w  hen  these  very  men  forked  for  a 
mere  pittance  in  disgraceful  servility. 
It  is  not  over  ten  years  since  the  negroes 
were  simply  machines  used  by  the  wealthy 
planters  to  raise  the  cane  and  turn  it 
into  rum.  sugar,  molasses  and  blacking. 
\t  that  time,  although  no  longer  slaves 
m  name,  they  were  dependent  on  their 

■  nisters  for  food  and  raiment.  Such  a 
hange  from  servility  to  independence 
id  not  come  gradually,  strangely,  hut 
1.  vi  loped  itself  all  at  once. 

When  raising  the  saccharine  cereal  the 
I  I. niters  entirely  overlooked  the  banana, 
which  was  then  used  to  feed  pigs.  The 
1  nana  tree  in  itself  is  a  wonderful  thing. 

I  \  adds  only  one  bunch,  and  is  then  cut 
"ii  to  the  ground:  another  tree  sprouts 
it  from  its  mutilated  predecessor,  ami 
i  work  of  production  recommences. 

•  day  a  small  sailing  vessel  entered 

•  '  lHirt.  It  had  lieen  unfortunate  in 
trading,  and  entered  the  harbor  with  a 
>  tew  to  barter  with  the  natives.  At  that 

1  •  •  1  few  straggling  huts  composed  the 
'  illage.  The  trader  readied  a  plentiful 
liarvt*-t  of  bananas,  which  were  given 
him  fora  mere  song,  .as  the  natives  were 
Hu  m  ir*-of  their  value  in  a  foreign  mar- 
k' t  This  began  a  new  era  of  prosperity, 
atnl  the  original  skipjier  would  never  rec¬ 
ognize  in  the  handsome  houses  and  pros- 
p'Tini*.  stores  of  the  present  day  the  once 
miserable  little  village. 

The  credit  of  creating  the  towivof  Port 
Antonio  is  entirely  due  to  the  perse ver- 
mcc  of  a  Philadelphia  firm,  who  were 
the  first  to  run  a  regular  line  of  steamers 
trafficking  in  tropical  fruit.  A  fair  idea 
of  the  trade  may  begotten  from  the  voy¬ 
age  of  the  />.  /.  Foley.  of  Philadelphia, 
laden  with  flour  and  other  sundries. 
After  a  pleasant  six  days'  journey,  on 
landing,  a  gentleman  whose  duty  it  is  to 
'»*cure  a  cargo  for  this  line  of  steamers, 
-howed  me  into  a  huge  shed  where  twenty 
r  thirty  negroes  were  busy  taking  the 

■  uter  hark  off  thousands  of  cocoanuts. 
The  female  workers  used  hatchets  to  sepa- 
-  ite  the  fibre  from  the  nut.  but  the  men, 

•  lodaining,  used  their  teeth,  and  with 
great  effect,  grasping  the  nut  firmly  in 
'~oth  hands,  ami  tearing  away  the  fibres 
*trii»  by  strip. 

The  banana  room  was  next  visited,  con- 

•  lining  about  eight  thousand  hunches  of 
perfectly  green  fruit,  bunch  after  bunch 

•ming  in  constantly,  the  lot  possibly  rep- 
p-enting  the  contribution  of  over  a 
thousand  petty  farmers.  This  fruit  be¬ 
ing  insufficient  to  load  the  steamer,  a 
-ting  journey  was  undertaken,  ami 
I’ort  Maria.  Aura  Cabessa,  and  several 
ther  small  village  ports  were  visited  on 
the  Milk  River.  The  vessel  always 
n<  Imred  outside  the  harbor,  tha^fruit 
f  ''mg  cpnveyed  on  board  by  means  of 
fMiats,  whose  jieeuliarity  consisted  in 
their  fieing  made  out  of  the  solid  trunk 
of  u  tree,  innocent  of  paint  or  ornamen¬ 
tation.  The  bulk  of  the  cargo,  however, 
was  loaded  at  Port  Antonio,  where  the 
♦teamer  lay  alodgsidc  of  a  rude  wharf. 

•  uendingonly  a  dozen  feet  from  the  land. 
\et  allowing  sufficient  depth  of  water  to 
iloat  the  vessel  At  five  o'clock  in  the 
morning  some  twenty  blacks  commenced 
handing  over  hunch  after  hunch  into 
the  lower  hold,  the  "boss''  negro  stand¬ 
ing  b>*  the  hatch  and  singing  out  the 
numliers  of  bunches  in  allot  unmusical 
voice.  Singing,  indeed,  in  this  country 
-eemed  to  be  used  as  an  ordinary  vehicle 
of  speech,  in  a  wav  quite  amusing  to  a 
foreigner.  The  work  continued  without 
intermission  until  twelve  o'clock,  when  a 
rush  was  made  for  the  dinner  of  baked 
plantains  and  sugar  cane.  Work  was  re¬ 
commenced  at  two,  a|id  continued  with' 
unabated  vigor  until  the  prolonged  sound 
of  a  conch  *hdl  told  of  an  incoming  ves¬ 
sel.  Despite  remonstrance  on  the  |iart  of 
the  overseer,  every  hand  .stopped  work 
and  turned  to  witness  the  approach  of 
the  strange  craft.  <  »rder.  however,  was 
soon  rc  established,  and  toward  nightfall 
the  /•’./*■//  was  completely  loaded  with 
cocoanuts  ii  her  lower  hold  and  bananas 
l*>tw»-en  dis'ks.  A  visit  to  the  banana 
hold  revealed  the  method  of  packing. 
Stamlffigon  its  stem,  each  bunch  seemed 
to  represent  a  soldier,  erect  and  in  close 
roluinn  In  this  way  the  fruit  generates 
it*  own  heat,  each  bunch  ripening  gradu¬ 
ally  to  a  golden  £olor.v  \ 

t>n  the  return  jou mty  the  principal 
duty  of  watehingthe  fruit  devolves  upon 
the  officer  of  the  watch,  who  is  compelled 
to  descend  the  hold  every  two  hours  and 
report  the  thermometer's  register,  which 
must  be  kept  up  to 

When  Philadelphia  is  reached,  the  real 
hard  work  begin*  again.  It  being  winter 
time  and, the  frost  heavy,  the  fruit  must 
remain  on  Inward  until  a  warm  day. 
Wagon  loads  of  the  overripe  fruit,  which 
never  enters  the  warehouse,  appear  on 
leek  ana  disappear  to  make  room  for 
more.  The  great  work  consisted  in  plac¬ 
ing  the  liunehee  of  fruit  in  their  respect¬ 
ive  departments  Those  almost  ripe  are 
placet!  in  a  room  conveniently  heated  r»y 
g;is  stove*  up  to  sixty  degrees,  and  in¬ 
tended  for  immediate  sale.  The  green 
bananas  are  placed  in  another  large  room 
shaped  like  the  hold  of  a  ship,  and  serv¬ 
ing  the  double  purjsise  of  a  huge  ice  box 
m  the  summer,  an  airtight  compartment 
heated  1*  steam  jiower  in  the  winter, 
fhe  arrangements  are  ingenious  and  ’ 

■  mimic  Five  years  ago  the  banana  trade 
m  Philadelphia  was  limited  to  a  few 
thousand  bunWies  each  month,  the  car¬ 
goes  being  brought  in  sailing  vessels.  If  j 


one-third  of  the  cargo  proved  salable  the 
eruisc  w^s  thought  fortunate,  but  at 
present  o^e  firm  alone  imports  JfUWO 
bunches  efu*h  month.

Peter  Cooper  was  a 
rich  man.  butjhe  was  not  hated  and  en¬ 
vied  as  many  millionaires  of  the  metrop- 
,  olis  are.  In  caie  of  an  uprising,  his  house 
would  have  l4*en  safe.  He  retained  his 
sympathies  fof  the  working  people,  and 
did,  as  a  pure  pleasure,  what  the  most  of 
his  class  neglect  even  as  an  obligation. 
There  arc  similar  examples  wherever  the 
rich  and  poor  dwell  together.
